Those most seriously injured wme 
brought to this city and taken to St. 
Marys Imsnital. wlieio th^ir wounds 
wore properly attended to.

A. rail was found projecting 
through the bottom of the chair oar, ana 
coming out tluough the side about three 
feet f rain the bottom. A man who was 
hunting in a field near by, and ^a^\ tho 
oucident oi^citr, said the ohivir car jumped 
fully ten feet high, and landeil in the 
ditch over one hundred feet from whore 
it left the track. 

The <»r was full of passengers, every 
seat being oooiipieil, aii^l the scene 
which eiLsiied was intens<>iy exciting.

The crop bulletin ivned for the week 
ending Saturday, by the State Weather 
Service, in conjunction with the Signal 
Service, ia aa follows : 

The weather for the past week haa not 
been generally favorable to growing 
rrops. The ezceaalve sunahine and al- 
nioHt totiil aboence of rain have rendered 
the aoil very dry and doaty, and retarded 
the growth of Tegetation, eapechtlljr of 
corn and tobacco. There is an imperd- 
tive need of rain throughout the 8tate. 
All crop* are mifferlDg for want of It, and 

unless copious showers come soon, seri- 
ous damHge will result. Corn, particu- 
larly, ia ahowing the effecta of the 
drought, and is reported to be yellowiii);.

Considerable early tobacco has been cut 
and houaed. Hemp ia being cut, and 
will yield a good crop. Fruita are ^en- 
erally very abunda t and of good qual- 
ity.
